Victory More Brilliant than First Reports 



WILD SCENES IN SPANISH CORTES-CARLISTS AND RE 
PUBLICANS WITHDRAW-BATTLE EXPECTED NEAR 
PORTO RICO. 



Washington. D. C, May 7. (Special) The long looked for report 
from Commodore Dewey came this morning and it was a glorious record 
of American valor. 

In brief the Commodore reported officially that his fleet had won a de- 
cisive victory and captured the city of Cavite on one side of Manila bay 
and established a base of supplies. 

Cm the morning of May 1 his 8eei approached Manila and was fired 
upon by the. forts at Cavite and the Spanish fleet, under protection of the 
forts, began a vigorous attack. A naval battle of terrific fierceness fol- 
lowed and the Americans won a great victory. His fleet did noi lose a 
ship, bid destroyed eleven of the enemy's vessels. 

The American vessels engaged were: 

tHympia, cruiser (flagship) Capt. C. V. tiridley, Rear Admiral, 
George Dewey, Commander-in-Chief. 

Baltimore, cruiser. Capt. N. M. Dyer. 
Boston, cruiser, Capt. Frank Wildes. 
Raleigh, cruiser, Capt. J. B. Coghlan. 
Concord, gunboat, Commander Asa Walker. 

Petrel, gunboat, Commander K. IV Wood, and the smaller ships 
Naushan, Zah'ro and one or two others. 
The Spanish ships were; 

Keina Christina, Castilla.Velasco, Montevideo, Don Juan de Austria, 
imarmored cruisers. 

Parugua, Callao, El Cono, General Lezo, Marques del Duero, Sa- 
• mar, Mariveles, Mindoro, Manileno, Pampoqua, Arayet, Calimaines, 
• Balusan. Leyte, Atalora, Alboy and Callao, gunboats. 
General Alavo, Manila and Cebu, transports. 

He estimates the loss of lite on the Spanish side at 300, while only <> 
Americans were killed ami a few others wounded. In addition to the 
Spaniards killed, 350 were taken prisoners, manj of them wounded. 
Dewey made a landing and has the prisoners under guard at Cavite 
and the Island is in his control. He lias not bombarded Manila but is 
ready to proceed against it. He asks lor troops t<> establish a provis- 
ional government. 

The Cruiser Charleston, conveying the City of I'ekin, will he ordcr- 
dered to leave San Francisco a; once to take supplies and troops. The 
soldiers will be under command of Gen. Merriam. 

Commodore Dewey has been appointed an Admiral in recognition of 
his gallant services and brilliant victory. 

Later News Still Better.

••Manila, May 1.— Squadron arrived at Manila at daybreak th 
morning. Immediately engaged the enemy and destroyed the follow ill 
Spanish vessels: Keina Christina. Castilla, Don Antonio de Ulloa.Isla de 
Luzon, Itda de Cuba General Lezo, Marques de Duero, Correo, Velasco, 
lslii de Mindanao, a transport and water battery at Cavite.

• Cavite May 4.- I have taken [wwsehsion of Naval Station at Cavite, 
i Philippine Island. Bare destroyed the fortifications at bay entrance 
patrolling Garrison l control Hay completely, and can take city at any- 
time. The squadron in excellent health and spirits. Spanish loss not 
fully known, but very heavy; t«» m en killed, including captain of Keina 
Christina. 

"1 am assisting in protecting Spanish siek and wounded Two hun- 
dred and fifty sick and wounded in hospital within our lines. Much ex- 
.cilement at Manila. Will protect foreign residents. (Signed.)
